Auckland Museum 

A uckland Museum was founded in 

1852. Since 1929 it has occupied the 
Auckland War Memorial Museum in 
the Auckland Domain. This is New Zealand's 
largest museum, with collections of Maori and 
Pacific art and material culture, natural history 
and the decorative arts which are of national 
anil international significance. The Museum 
Library is one of the country’s major historical 
and scientific reference libraries, with important 
manuscript and archival holdings. As the 
Auckland Provincial War Memorial Museum, 
the Museum provides a wide ranging museum 
service to the northern half of the North Island. 
The Museum attracts over 750.000 visitors to its 
display galleries annually. In addition, large 
numbers of users of the Museum come to 
consult its staff, examine and research its reserve 
collections and participate in its educational 
programmes. The Museum's collections number 
over 2.750,000 objects, with an estimated 
replacement value in excess of S559 million. 

The Council of the Auckland Institute and 
Museum is established under the Auckland War 
Memorial Museum Maintenance Act 1979 and 
the Rules of the Auckland Institute and 
Museum as the controlling authority of the 
Auckland Institute and Museum. Under the Act 
the Council is empowered to levy the seven local 
authorities in the Auckland region for the 
maintenance, support and development of the 
Museum. These levies, with voluntary 
contributions from some additional local 
authorities throughout the Auckland province, 
provide some 60 percent of the Museum's 
annual operating income. The remaining funds 
come from the Museum's trading operations, 
from gifts, investments, grants and bequests and 
subscriptions from its 2,000 Members. Less than 
0.01 percent of the Museum's operating 
expenditure is received in grants from the New 
Zealand Government. 

The Museum's income and investments are 
administered by the Auckland Institute and 
Museum Trust Board, three of whose six 
members are appointed by the Council, with the 
other three elected by the Members of the 
Auckland Institute and Museum 
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The Redevelopment of 
Auckland Museum 


T he year has seen important and 

worthwhile progress in the Museum's 
redevelopment. In July, the Museum 
Council received a Concept Plan for a $41.6 
million project to be progressively carried out 
over eight years, with completion in the year 
2000. The redevelopment will include a 
carefully balanced blend of work, including the 
restoration of the building, upgrading of 
existing displays, improved conditions for 
storage and public access to the collection and 
the provision of entirely new attractions, using 
the best of modern display technology. These 
exciting proposals will restore and maintain in a 
cost-effective manner Auckland Museum as a 
leading attraction of international standard. The 
redevelopment work falls into three main 
categories: 


Basic and Essential Restoration Works - a $17 

million programme which is essential for public 
safety, fire and egress and seismic requirements, 
improving the security and preservation of the 
Museum building and the standard of care of 
the Museum’s irreplaceable collections. 


Display Enhancement - $15.8 million to be 
applied to the visitors' experience in the 
Museum, addressing the substantial upgrading 
of the displays and access to collections, 
including lighting and visitor services and 
facilities, as well as improving the food and retail 
operations.

THE YEAR IN REVIEW 


Revenue Generation Expenditures - a further 

of a purpose-built Special Exhibition Hall 
enabling the Museum to access touring 
international exhibitions and “pay for” areas 
offering a broad range of new educational and 
interactive experiences, including computer 
graphics and animated displays. 

Approval of the plan by the Museum 
Council is subject to funding being in place. 
Museum Council members and staff have 
devoted a lot of time to explaining the 
redevelopment to members of the local 
authorities in the region. In general, the local 
authorities have accepted the need to support 
the basic and essential works and the display 
enhancement, subject to a commitment from 
central Government of a !: 1 subsidy on the 
work. A full report on the proposal, supported 
by the region's Mayors has been presented to 
the Cabinet, which is now in the process of 
considering funding possibilities. 


The Museum will oiler a 
broad range ol new 
educational and 
Interactive experiences, 
including computer 
graphics and animated 
displays. 
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A draft Building Conservation Plan has 
been prepared for adoption by the Council, 
after review by the Auckland City Council and 
the New Zealand Historic Places Trust. The 
Auckland War Memorial Museum building is in 
its own right an outstanding heritage asset. 
Achieving the right balance between building 
conservation and essential development will 
require considerable care. A start has been made 
in planning the presentation of the Museum's 
Pacific and Foreign Ethnology collection in 
open display storage in the Geology Gallery. 
This will allow visitors to see more of the 
collection and the techniques of its 

The business plan for the redevelopment 
envisages that the Museum will derive 
significantly more income in future from 
regularly featured "pay for” exhibitions of a very 
high standard. Intensive planning has begun for 
the first major new look exhibition. Volcanoes & 
Clients, which will open in May 1994. Volcanoes 
& (slants will portray New Zealand's unique 
volcanic history and its amazing giant insects, 
birds and reptiles. It will give visitors a taste of 
the style of display to be used in exhibitions in 
the future and is intended to demonstrate that 
pay-for exhibitions will be a source of improved 
revenue generation. Linked to this exhibition, a 
Children’s Discovery Centre will be established 
in direct response to the widely acclaimed 
Children's Discovery Centre featured in 
conjunction with the Treasures & Visions 
exhibition. 

An Advisory Group has been set up to 
identify appropriate avenues where commercial 
participation from the business community 
might be mutually beneficial in achieving the 
Museum's overall objectives. A call for 
registrations of interest in food and beverage 
opportunities, retail opportunities and the 
development of the rear courtyard has been 
advertised nationally and internationally. All 
proposals must recognise the Museum's purpose 
and mission and must be compatible with and 
enhance the overall Museum visitor experience. 

Treasures and Visions 

Over the summer the Museum's exhibition of 
Treasures & Visions introduced the Museum 
Redevelopment Project to Museum visitors to 
test their response. Treasures & Visions showed 
the first glimpse of the redeveloped Museum, 
stimulating interest by combining some of the 
Treasures of the past with the Visions of the 
future. The exhibition was well received and 
very successful. Analysis of the market research 
with visitors will be used in further planning. 

1 he findings included a strong desire to see staff 
demonstrating their work and to be able to 
interact with them; an expectation of an 
improved range of food and beverage facilities; a 
growing recognition of the enormous behind- 
the-scenes wealth of the Museum's collections 
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and a desire lo be able to view and enjoy more 
of them. Above all. Aucklanders stated clearly 
their pride in the Museum as a focal point of 
their heritage. A Children's Discovery Centre 
proved to be a major attraction for young 
visitors of all ages, demonstrating again the 
popularity of hands-on. interactive science 
learning in the Museum. Another notable 
feature of Treasures & Visions was the 
repositioning of Rajah the elephant in the Main 
Foyer. Elevated on a pedestal and with a 
decorative howdah, this ancient example of the 
taxidermist's art served as a symbol of the past 
and indicated an exciting future for Auckland 
Museum. 

Reflections 

The exhibition Reflections: New Zealand 
Women s lives presented through the collections 
of the Auckland Museum was the major event 
planned to celebrate the centennial of women's 
suffrage in New Zealand. Her Excellency Dame 
Catherine Tizard (the only former member of 
the Museum Council who has yet become 
Governor General of New Zealand) opened the 
exhibition, which portrayed the lives of 29 New 
Zealand women who are represented in the 
collections of the Museum. A staff team from 
several curatorial departments, as well as 
conservation, display, education and public 
relations staff worked hard to ensure the success 
of the exhibition. A very full programme of 
lectures, events and activities was organised in 
conjunction with the exhibition and this has 
continued for the remainder of the Suffrage 
Centennial Year. 

Other Exhibitions 

The Museum’s usual wide range of exhibitions 
was presented through the year, offering our 
visitors a continuing change of focus. Regular 
events like the Fletcher Challenge Ceramics 
Award, Artiture and Auckland Studio Potters 
were joined by the special Tasman 
commemorative exhibition The Art of Map 
Making and Festivals, Rituals and Ceremonies, a 
photographic exhibition by Glcnjowitt, with an 
associated display by the Auckland 
Multicultural Society group. Exhibitions drawn 
in part or entirely from the Museum’s own 
collection included Dragon Rohes (Chinese 
textiles), The Cashmere Shawl. Tea Cosies and 
Small Worlds, an exhibition of historical and 
contemporary medallions. 

Return of Taonga 

Two significant events in the Museum's relations 
with Maori communities were the return of the 
toki poutangata Tc Huakt and the loan of taonga 
to the people of Te Arawa. A large contingent of 
members of the Museum Council and stall, with 
supporters from the local Maori community and

the Tainui people of the Waikato accompanied 
the toki poutangata Te Huah for its return to its 
owners in Whakatane A large group of elders 
and supporters from Ngati Whatua and Tainui 
also assisted Museum staff in the transfer of four 
very important Te Arawa objects for exhibition 
at the Bath-House in Rotorua. The ceremonies 
in Auckland, at the marae and at the Rotorua 
museum were very moving, signifying the great 
significance that the people of Te Arawa attach 
to this return of these four taonga to their place 
of origin. 

The Museum and the 
Community 

Auckland Museum has provided a wide range of 
tours, activities, events, talks, lectures, outings, 
demonstrations and performances during the 
year. Some of these took place in the Museum, 
others occurred out in the community. We 
mention here only a few of these activities. 

Maori Cultural Performances Now in its 

seventh year of working at the Museum, the 
Maori group Pounamu Ventures continues to 
perform and delight thousands of visitors with a 
unique experience of traditional Maori waiata 
and haka. 

Lectures Throughout the year, the wide 
range of Institute Lectures included a variety of 
interesting and knowledgeable speakers. The 
1993 Lecture series embraced the Suffrage 
Lecture Series. Speakers have included 
prominent women from different backgrounds 
and cultures, who have had a major impact 
upon the role of women in today's society. Dr 
Bruce Houghton, the 1992 Hochstetter Lecturer 
addressed Members in October. The Lecture 
was presented in association with the New 
Zealand Geological Society. The lectures 
continue to be well attended even though 
members and the public face a range of venues 
due to space problems within the Museum. 
Continued support from the Royal Society of 
New Zealand in providing a range of speakers is 
acknowledged as is valuable support from the 
United States Information Service. 

Field trips The Archaeology and Geology 
Lecture Series continue to be most successful. 
Each series consisted of three lectures and six 
associated field trips. Lectures were given by 
Nigel Prickett and Bruce Hayward and visiting 
speakers included Professor Grant-Mackic, 

Chris Hollis and Mike Eagle. Field trips were 
led by Bruce Hayward. Nigel Prickett, Mike 
Eagle and Brian Gill. A successful weekend trip 
to Rotorua included a visit to the summit of Mt

Music Monthly Concerts given by 
Performance students at Auckland University 
have continued during the year.

Ballet in the Museum 
was introduced for the first time, in association 
with The Royal New Zealand Ballet Company 

School Programmes Throughout the year, 
the Education Officers have responded to 
teachers' requests for special classroom sessions 
following thematic studies. Some of the newly 
developed learning sequences involve the 
students in comparing artefacts with pictures of 
their modern equivalents, and building artefact 
"backgrounds" with a series of clues. The 
classroom display cabinet has been refurbished 
with items, photographs and costumes used by 
New Zealand women during the past 100 years. 

New study guides have been prepared for

New classroom learning 
activities have been developed to support the re¬ 
opened "Insect" gallery and the endangered 
bird displays. 

General introductory trails for pre-school 
and primary children have been trialled, and are 
now in use. In the School Loans Department a 
major undertaking has been remounting 17 bird 
specimens. Auckland College of Education visits 
have continued steadily throughout the year. 
Lecturers from the Science. Language. Art, 
Social Studies and Early Childhood Education 
Departments have arranged for classroom and 
Gallery programmes for visiting teacher trainee 
groups and the Teachers Advisory Service has 
also used the Museum for in-service courses. 

Student Activities The Museum once again 
provided a programme for the Fletcher 
Challenge Science Summer School and six 
groups of students visited the Museum. Julia 
Cresson, Jenny Riley. Brett Stephenson. Brian 
Gill. Roger Ncich and Ewcn Cameron provided 
special programmes. Feedback has been 
extremely positive and the involvement of staff 
most appreciated. A number of Museum 
departments were involved in demonstrations 
during Science and Technology week and 
attracted a good deal of attention. Staff from 
Botany. Conservation. Ethnology. Marine 
Invertebrates, Marine Vertebrates and 
Ornithology demonstrated aspects of their work 
in the Main Foyer every day for a week in April. 
The week is supported by the Royal Society of 
New Zealand and Science Teachers Association. 

Skeletons from our Cupboards, a discovery 
centre for children developed in association with 
the Treasures & Visions exhibition, provided a 
wonderful Christmas venue for families. The 
centre was a result ol a good deal of community 
and museum participation. During each holiday 
period the Museum has provided an exciting 
range of holiday programmes that have been 
extremely well attended. Craft activities 
provided by community groups arc always 
popular. During 1992 and 1993 an extensive 
programme of science programmes has been 
offered, including week-long programmes on 
fossils, shells, seeds, leaves and photography. 

Special Events A wide variety of 
multicultural events and programmes was 
associated with the exhibition Festivals, Rituals 
and Ceremonies and the Multi Cultural Festivals 
exhibition. A community open evening provided 
a memorable occasion at which Auckland 
groups representing communities from Austria, 
Bangladesh, Belgium, Cambodia. Egypt, France, 
Holland, Mexico. Peru, Samoa, Thailand. 
Vietnam and Wales entertained visitors with an 
evening of dance and song. These exhibitions 
were also a focus for other displays and 
demonstrations. The scries of programmes was 
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the result oF a good deal of planning and 
cooperation with community groups. 

In October we celebrated the 140th 
birthday of the Auckland Museum. A special 
lecture on the origins and early history of the 
Museum and its founder was given by Stuart 
Park, entitled An evening with John Alexander 
Smith. The Museum hosted a week of special 
celebratory events, ending with a scries of talks, 
demonstrations and children's activities. A 
commemorative plaque was placed near the site 
of the original Museum in Grafton Road. 

Our Volunteers 

Every year, volunteers give the Museum 
thousands of hours of their time. Without this 
invaluable contribution, the Museum’s work in 
- very many of its areas of activity would simply 
not be possible. The Museum expresses its very 
deep appreciation of all this voluntary effort. 

The Museum's Volunteers are listed in the 
Museum staff list and the results of their work 
arc referred to throughout this Report. 

During the year, a Volunteer Policy for 
Auckland Museum was adopted, placing 
emphasis on providing more formal information 
regarding volunteering throughout the Museum. 
The need for opportunities for combined 
volunteer social activities was also recognised 
and a visit to Matakohe Museum for all Museum 
volunteers was organised. An invitation to all 
volunteers was extended to attend the Volunteer 
Guides' traditional gathering for Christmas 
cheer and the Director’s versified Museum 
walkabout. 

Applied Arts Len Stanners, a longstanding 
full time volunteer has been instrumental in the 
development of computer records systems in the 
department as well as undertaking a wide range 
of activities and support. Thanks also to 
Margaret Grayson for her work in the upkeep of 
the Disney Hall of Furniture, her work on the 
Crafts Index, and more recently for her 
assistance with the repacking and inventory of 
r . the lace collection. 

Botany Volunteer support for the 
herbarium continues to be high with all new 
specimens mounted during the weekly 
attendances of Joan Dow. Kay Haslett, Vic May. 
Meryl Wright, and up until December. Chris 
Mackinder. Since January new lichen specimens 
were packeted by loshua Salter 1*2 times per 
week. Wendy Patterson has continued her twice 
weekly proofing of new AKILLES labels for the 
bryophyie backlog specimens, assisted weekly 
since March by Brenda May. Rhys Gardner has 
continued to tile all new vascular plant 
specimens into the herbarium and to assist with 
difficult identifications. Lynda Jones spent three 
weeks sorting the Department s correspondence 
and reports for archiving. 


Community Education A number of 
volunteers have assisted with tasks associated 
with Community Education. Pearl Chany, 
Spenceiey Dean, Mary Hyde, Helen Schmidt 
and Jamclia Williams arc currently involved with 
administrative and gallery duties associated with 
a broad range of community education 


Library The Library's 19 regular volunteers 
have undertaken an enormous variety of work. 
In a one-month survey period, they worked 
408.5 hours, the equivalent of three full-time 
additional staff. Their invaluable support is 
greatly appreciated by the Museum. 


Volunteer Guides The Volunteer Guides 
have had a busy year contributing 3,000 hours 
of guided tours. Twenty guides have a regular 
guiding day of 3 hours, while a number of others 
respond to specific requests. There were 
approximately 230 organised tours including 
1 ,200 students as part of a People to People 
programme. Individual guided tours were given 
to a further 9.000 visitors. The greatest 
percentage of tours by overseas visitors were in 
the Maori Gallery, followed by the Bird Hall. 
Local requests were much broader, with the 
Decorative Arts displays and Special Exhibitions 
being of greater interest. Speakers to the 
Volunteer Guides' monthly training sessions 
included Peter Hughes, Rose Young, Richard 
Wolfe, Sheila Gray and Bruce Hayward. 

The Museum Building 


Much of the major work required on the 
Museum building will be undertaken as part of 
the Museum Redevelopment Project, now that 
the urgent remedial work of lesser scope has 
been substantially completed. The programme 
of work this year has focused largely on the 
implementation of stage one of the fire safety 
and fire egress work and its associated security 
upgrade and the forward planning for stage two. 
A small fire in an electrical switchboard 
underscored the significance and urgency of the 
major work that lies ahead. 

The staged replacement of the Museum's 
roof has continued and includes the last of the 
major roof areas. Once the remaining small 
areas arc replaced, the Museum roof will be in 
good condition for the first time in many years.

Caring for the Collections 

Improvement of the conditions of storage and 
public access to the Museum collections is a 
major thrust of the Museum Redevelopment 
Project. Museum staff have already undertaken 
a great deal of detailed research and planning 
related to the collections, their contents and 
their needs to guide the Project in this respect. 
Approval to implement this work is keenly 

At the same time, some smaller scale 
upgrading has continued. The improvement of 
storage facilities has included the provision of 
cold and cool room storage in the Library for 
sensitive photographic negative collections. 
Although an only relatively short term solution 
to the Library's spatial requirements, these 
improvements will significantly improve the 
photographic storage conditions. 

All the work on the collections has placed a 
heavy demand on the Museum’s conservators. 
Their advice and input into both the planning 
and the implementation of many of the storage 
developments has been of great importance. 

Applied Arts Collection management 
included cataloguing the accessions backlog and 
the computerisation of records relating to the 
furniture, glass, silver, clocks and watches, 
pewter, costume and textiles and the ceramics 
collections. Records relating to deposited 
collections were updated. Much of this work is 
being undertaken by volunteer Len Stanners 
and technician Raewyn Glaister. Angela Lassig 
repacked and inventoried the shoe and fan 
collections. Together with Rose Young, she 
prepared an inventory of the sampler collection. 

Installation of shelving in the Furniture 
Store greatly improved the utilization of space. 

A large percentage of the glass and metalwork 
collections were transferred to new storage 
units. Items of Museum archival furniture were 
recorded and moved to off-site storage to create 
more space in the Furniture store for the reserve 
collection. The large tower clock was cleaned 
and repaired under the supervision of the Hon. 
Curator of Horology Dr David Smith. The 
skylights in the Costume and Textile Store were 
cleaned and insect screened. 

Archaeology A major task this year has been 
bringing together the collection of artefacts from 
Oruarangi, Thames and registering the backlog 
of 600 items. This has been carried out by 
Louise Furey, funded by a grant from the New 
Zealand Lottery Grants Board. The 
contribution of volunteers Kim Tatton and 
Amanda Young has been critical in re-boxing 
tnlleitions tor incorporation in*the new store. 

Botany Almost a third of the herbarium is 
now on the computer database AKILLES. The 
New Zealand Lottery Grants Board is funding 
the ongoing databasing of the backlog of the 


existing herbarium species, with 6,005 of the 
backlog specimens being processed by 
temporary staff Marcel Smits. Chris Mackinder, 
Cecelia Street and Douglas Rogan. By 
systematically working through the native 
dicotyledon specimens, all type material is being 
located and registered in another project funded 
by a Lottery Board Grant. This work was begun 
by Melanie Gatt and Melanie Newfield and 
continued by Juliet Herrick. To date over 700 
presumptive type specimens have been 
identified, protologues for all have been collated 
and full labelling of the specimens is well 
advanced. The third project funded by the 
Lottery Board is the accessioning of three 
private herbaria into the main collection. Rhys 
Gardner is well advanced with the coding of 
Alan Esler's herbarium and half of the Auckland 
Regional Authority Hunua Forest herbarium is 
fully incorporated into the Museum herbarium. 

Conservation 217 objects from the 
Museum's collections were treated, including 
those prepared for exhibitions. A remote 
environmental logging system has been set up in 
selected storage areas and conservation work 
has continued on objects being transferred to 
the new ethnology storage units. Storage mounts 
have generally been made for treated objects 
and mount-making also continues for Pacific 
and African shields to be housed on mesh 
screening in the new storage area. 

Advice has been given to curators on 
suitable furniture and materials for storage 
projects. Several groups of objects have been 
rehoused by conservation staff, including the 
Maori flags, the Fox-Talbot calotypes and 
World War II souvenir embroideries. 
Conservation staff have been involved in 
condition reporting the objects on loan to the 
Hobson Wharf Maritime Museum. A selection 
of paintings has been treated by contract 
conservator Ncl Rol. 

The Holunui team continues to work on the 
back wall of the house, spending most time on 
the centra] poutuarongo. Cleaning was also 
carried out on the toctoe lining of the meeting¬ 
house roof. The team has also undertaken the 
regular cleaning of objects on open display in 
the Maori galleries. 

Entomology -10 new cabinets were 
purchased to accommodate specimens currcndy 
held in old cabinets and store boxes that were 
inadequate for long term conservation and were 
causing physical deterioration of the insects. The 
historically and scientifically valuable Clarke 
collections of Australian beetles and of New 
Zealand moths and butterflies have been 
completely transferred to new cabinets and 
work continues on the New Zealand beetles. 

Half of the entire New Zealand collection, 
including the large Clarke collection of 
Lcpidoptera, has now been rearranged 
according to current classification and has had 
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nomenclature updated. Rosemary Gilbert 
carried out conservation procedures on several 
of the older damaged specimens. 

Ethnology All of the Maori cloaks, flags, kit 
bags, mats, piupiu and other fibre artefacts are 
now assembled in the air-conditioned 
storeroom. A full complement of cloak storage 
modules, piupiu cabinets and box shelves has 
been installed. These artefacts will gradually be 
transferred into this new specially-designed 
storage, making this important collection fully 
accessible again to students and craftspeople. In 
the Maori carving store, the artefacts have been 
re-established on their racks and the inventory 
of artefacts in this storeroom is completed. The 
carving store is now in full operation again for 
visiting groups and scholars. 

Sorting and packing of the ethnological 
collections temporarily stored in the Geology 
gallery has continued. It has become apparent 
just how large this task is. dealing with one of 
the principal Pacific collections in the world. 
Packing of the collections into polypropylene 
boxes is almost complete. The Pacific mats and 
bark cloths have all been documented and 
rolled, ready for fitting into new storage facilities 
now being planned. Ian Godfrey has designed 
and built special storage mounts for several of 
the large and fragile masks and shields. 

Damaged artefacts were given first-aid 
conservation treatment by conservation staff 
before packing. Selected sections of these 
collections have been fumigated where necessary 
as an integral part of the packing process. Most 
of this packing operation has been carried out 
behind glass screens in the Fish gallery, so that 
the public can observe collection care in action. 
A new set of large cabinets for Pacific textiles 
are ready to receive items as they are processed. 

History The History department was 
established during the year, taking responsibility 
for the Military History and Social History 
collections. Much effort has been given to 
establishing systems for the department 
including basic registration and collection 
management systems. Location inventories of 
collections on display and in storage have been 
completed for about one third of the collection. 

A listing has been made of the history 
collection stores in the building. There are 
nearly 20 of these which are gradually being 
cleaned and re-organised. With the assistance of 
Mr Don Subritsky, the Spitfire was moved 
forward to improve access to storerooms. The 
main colonial history store has been cleaned and 
storage is currently being reorganised. 

Furniture held here was fumigated, given borer 
treatment and transferred to the new furniture 
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collection.

Land Vertebrates The study-skins of foreign 
birds were sorted taxonomically and for the first 
time housed in a continuous scries. The 
collection of some 10,000 moa bones was re¬ 
boxed. A grant from the New Zealand Lottery 
Grants Board enabled a temporary technician to 
be employed to begin to clean, stabilise and 
renumber these bones after being checked by 
the curator. The collection was fumigated as a 
routine measure. 

Library Robin Morrison, the acclaimed New 
Zealand photographer died this year and 
bequeathed his entire photographic collection of 
some 38,000 colour slides and 45,000 black and 
white negatives to the Museum Library. Gordon 
Maitland, Janice Chong and David Loftus have 
quantified Robin's collection and have begun 
arranging and describing it. Jenifer Cumow, a 
contract researcher in Maori language materials 
appraised, arranged, described and helped con¬ 
serve 38 manuscript collections. The collections 
cover a range of Maori tribal areas, and of cul¬ 
ture, history and land matters. 

With funding assistance from the Waldo 
Heap Bequest, staff carried out two 
microfilming projects on runs of the Northern 
Luminary, 1879-1900, a newspaper founded in 
the Bay of Islands, as well as the New Zealand 
Graphic, an Auckland newspaper published 
between 1890- 1913. 

During the year the photographic section's 
workroom and office were completed and staff 
rehoused and rcshelved most of the reserve 
printed books collections. Oceanic languages 
collection and manuscripts and archives 
collection. Janice Chong developed a preventive 
conservation programme for library volunteers 
with the Conservation Department. The project 
to duplicate negatives from the Sparrow 
Industrial Photography collections continued 
with 1,283 at-risk negatives duplicated. Another 
major photographic conservation project was 
the production of 500 copy negatives from the 
Reginald Lediard negative collections. The 
Library's 3,000 whole-plate glass negative- 
collection has been reslecvcd and boxed 
awaiting transfer to the coolrooms. 

Almost a thousand records were added to 
the photographic database, including the A N 
Breckon whole plate negative collection of 
Auckland and Waikato regions' scenic works 
and the 227 Josiah Martin whole plate negatives 
of the thermal region, Pink and White Terraces 
and Maori subjects and portraits. 

Nel Rol has conserved five oil paintings by 
Walter Wright, Charles Heaphy and Charles 
Blomfield. The four year Heaphy Sketchbook 
conservation project was completed under 
Gordon Maitland’s supervision and Mary 
Fitzgibbon and Janice Chong supervised the 
Library's binding programme. 

The number of inventories available for 
readers' consultation was doubled this year to 
include those of T F Checseman. D R Simmons. 
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Harry Dansey, Ernest Davis, the Wilson family 
1 and the archives of law firms Nicholson Gribbin 
and Buddie Weir: Auckland Gas Company:

Suzanne Loughlin and Carolyn Morris 
began work on a finding aid Women 's 
manuscripts in the Auckland Institute and 
Museum Library, under a grant from the 
Suffrage Centennial Year Trust. Jennifer Lamm 
• entered the texts of 96 inventories into 

WordPerfect, as well as scanning Jeff Sissons' 
Tribal guide to manuscripts into WordPerfect for 
Jeny Cumow to edit and update during 1993. 

Marine Invertebrates During the year the 
enormous task of combining the formerly 
separate Museum and Powell mollusc 
collections and a number of other miscellaneous 
collections was completed. This involved 
checking the identification labels of 140,000 
specimen lots of shells, combining the 
specimens together in systematic order in new 
boxes, computer-generating labels for these 
boxes and shifting them into the new shelving 


This task has been completed by a team 
consisting of Lottery Science funded part-time 
technicians, Community Task Force workers 
and Conchology Section volunteers. Major 
inroads were made into upgrading and 
computerising the Museum's historic wet 
collections of mollusca. The collection of 
modern barnacles and modern and fossil 
echinoids (sea eggs) have each been identified, 
curated and computerised, while the collections 
V;- of modern corals; small New Zealand landsnails 
and modern brachiopods (lamp shells) have 
been identified, curated or computerised. 
Asteroids (starfish) are currently being identified 
and curated by volunteers. 

The installation of a small local area 
computer network has greatly assisted the task 
of entering collection and specimen-related data 
onto our customised Marine and Fossil 
collections database using Advanced Revelation 
software. All newly collected specimens and 
collections have been computerised as they 


Marine Vertebrates The reference 
collections of whale and dolphin skeleta were 
i.ft**' moved adjacent to the Laboratory and the 

stored maritime collections were shifted to allow 
their loan to the Auckland Maritime Museum to 
, ; . be prepared. In the computerisation of 
collection data jointly with the Marine 
Invertebrates department, the whole Marine 
section has departed from manual control of its 
'. . . records for all new collections. 

A programme to establish baseline fluid pH 
and buffer response information for marine 
collections was continued. Technician Edgardo 


Alarcon-Lcon processed about 2,000 specimen 
lots and volunteer Bruce Postlewaitc 
supplemented this work while assisting with 
routine fluid, label and specimen maintenance. 

Researching the Collections 


Applied Arts Applied Arts staff spent much 
time during the latter part of 1992 and early 
1993 in preparations for the Museum’s Suffrage 
exhibition Reflections, researching the life and 
work of craftswomcn represented in the 
Museum’s collections, including fashion design 
er Emma Knuckey, glass maker Ann Robinson, 
rug maker Beatrice Cross and potter Briar 
Gardner. 

Angela Lassig researched and curated a 
succession of costume and textiles displays 
including Dragon Robes, Tea Cosies and 
Cashmere Shawls. Justine Olsen researched and 
curated a medallic exhibition Small Worlds 
which included contemporary work by 
international and New Zealand medallists as 
well as historic examples from the collection. A 
register of New Zealand Silversmiths was 
developed with the assistance of volunteers Len 
Stanners and Margaret Grayson. This project 
was initiated to assist the Museum's active- 
research in this area. 

Archaeology The major research result this 
year has been publication of the second season's 
excavations at Raupa, Pacroa in the Museum 
Records. Nigel Prickett was also responsible for 
editing human history papers in the Records. 
Work has continued on writing up Queen’s 
Redoubt (Pokeno) excavations and Hawkes Bay 
shore whaling. 

Botany Fieldwork and collection of 
specimens was carried out by Ewen Cameron on 
Mt Camel, organised by the Department of 
Conservation, northern Great Barrier Island, 
Tongariro National Park, organised by the 
University of Auckland, and during monthly 
field trips with the Auckland Botanical Society. 
Unusual species of woody plants cultivated in 
the Auckland Domain were searched for and 
vouchercd. Dr Rhys Gardner returned to Waya 
Island in Fiji during July and collected a further 
300 vascular plant specimens. His work will 
contribute to a dictionary of the Western Fijian 
language. 

Most of the 23 incoming loans numbering 
952 specimens were for two researchers based at 
the Museum: Dr Leif Tibell of Uppsala 
University who worked in the herbarium 
studying crustosc lichens and Dr Barbara Parris 
of Auckland who continued her world wide 
study of the fern family Grammitidaceac. Both 
of these scientists have provided valuable 
expertise in the management of the herbarium 
by providing numerous specimen 
identifications.

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Entomology John Early completed research 
papers on interception records of mud-dauber 
wasps in New Zealand; an unusual host 
association in a family of parasitic wasps (with 
J.S. Dugdale, Landcare Research); and the 
establishment of fig-wasps and the naturalisation 
of Australian figs in New Zealand (with Rhys 
Gardner). Keith Wise completed a research 
paper on native hemerobiid lacewings. Field 
work included research into the status and 
distribution of endangered beetles on the 
Chatham Islands; collection and survey of 
parasitic Hymenoptera from East Cape (as part 
of the Landcare Research Insect Survey) and 
Northland. 

History Research has been limited to work 
for exhibitions and collection documentation. 

An informal survey of scrimshaw whale-teeth 
holdings in New’ Zealand museums was 
undertaken for the Department of Internal 


encouragement of Maori in science and Greg's 
employment is a significant contribution 
towards that objective. 

The third research area is fossils of northern 
New Zealand. Bruce Hayward and technician 
Mike Eagle, accompanied by volunteers, 
undertook fieldwork to collect and study fossils 
from the Jurassic of Port Waikato, Cretaceous 
of north Kaipara, Oligocene of north 
Coromandel Peninsula, early Miocene of the 
north shore of Parengarenga Harbour, north 
Kaipara and Waiheke Island and the Pliocene of 
Kaawa and Waiouru. Major discoveries 
included an inland exposure of the famous 
Huriwai plant beds, rich crinoid fossils from 
northern Coromandel, a reptile (probably 
dinosaur) bone from Port Waikato, a new 
species of Cretaceous cidaroid sea egg from 
Kaipara, an early Miocene fossil fish skeleton 
from Kaipara, numerous teeth of a Pliocene fish 
from Kaawa and several new species of early 
Miocene gastropod from Parengarenga.

Land Vertebrates Brian Gill continued 
research on four projects: lizards of the Pitcairn 
Island group, moult and reproduction of New 
Zealand pigeons, natal down of the kokako and 
osteology of New Zealand birds. 

Marine Invertebrates Research has focused 
on three key areas. Research on New Zealand’s 
shallow water benthic foraminifera, supported 
by the Foundation for Research, Science and 
Technology, has been undertaken by Bruce 
Hayward, and research assistants Chris Hollis 
and Hugh Grenfell. They completed a review of 
the taxonomy, ecology and biogeography of the 
species of our most abundant shallow water 
genus, Elphidium, living in New Zealand and 
around the islands of the South West Pacific. 
They also analyzed the foraminiferal faunas in 
57 sediment samples from Port Pegasus, Stewart 
Island and wrote a paper on the distribution of 
their faunal associations. Foraminiferal sediment 
samples were dredged from Port Fitzroy, Great 
Barrier, grain size analyses undertaken and 
quantitative foraminiferal picks made, ready for 
analysis next year. 

The second research area is seafloor 
sediment communities, involving dredging 
surveys of Parengarenga Harbour, Port Fitzroy 
and Port Abercrombie, Great Barrier and part 
of the Bay of Islands. Samples of the soft 
seafloor sediment were taken using a hand- 
hauled 5 litre dredge. Sediments were sieved to 
remove all the mud and sand and live and dead 
organisms have been sorted, mostly identified 
and counted, ready for further analysis and 
summary. A planned three-year programme to 
resurvey the soft sediment biota of Waitemata 
Harbour was begun in May. Greg Motu of 
Ngati Pou has been employed under a grant 
from Lottery Science to provide technical 
assistance to the Waitemata Harbour study. This 
grant carries a responsibility for the 


Marine Vertebrates Brett Stephenson and 
Jenny Riley completed their study on the 
suitability of buffered 

formaldehyde/glutaraldehyde mixes as general 
fixatives and storage solutions for marine 
animals in museum collections. 

Studies of the isopoda (sea-lice) fauna of 
sub-tidal seaweeds have continued taking 
account of possible seasonal changes in three 
community types, principally from the Bay of 
Islands. Work on species identification and 
seaweed community preferences is in progress 
and existing collections will be reviewed in 
relation to this new information as the data is 
computerised. 

Promoting the Museum 

The Museum, its services and its programmes 
have continued to be promoted to the residents 
of greater Auckland and to visitors from 
elsewhere in New Zealand and overseas. In 
recognition of the Museum’s need to become 
more visible in an increasingly competitive 
marketplace, a new position of Public Relations 
Manager was created in January. A wide range 
of promotional activities was employed, 
including print, photography and electronic 
media advertising; press releases and media 
events; banners; brochures and letters; 
programmes and special events; talks to groups 
about the Museum's purpose, work and 
collections; as well as news and special interest 
articles and programmes. Four copies of the 
Museum News were published and a new staff 
newsletter to improve internal communications, 
was produced. 

In addition the Museum has been involved 
in organisations such as the Auckland Chamber 
of Commerce and Tourism Auckland to 
promote its services to the corporate and tourist 
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The Museum has also had opportunities for 
;.. international exposure of the collection, 

- exhibitions and facilities through film and 
publications. Film crews from Japan. Taiwan. 
Korea, and the United Kingdom have made 
promotional films on New Zealand which have 

,<c included aspects of the Museum building, 

exhibitions and collections. This type of activity 
illustrates the contribution that the Museum 
makes to the tourist attractions of the Region 
and as a resource to promote New Zealand 

- ; internationally. 

Liaison with Other Museums 


Auckland Museum is grateful to the New 
Zealand Lottery Grants Board for the subsidy it 
provides on the costs of the Northern Region 
Museums Liaison Service of the Auckland 
Museum. 

Visits to museums within the liaison region 
are one of the Liaison Officer's core activities. 
They serve to maintain personal contact, update 
information, carry out assessments and provide 
a range of advice and assistance. The Liaison 
Officer has made 60 visits to 44 museums in the 
region. In addition to visits, information 
received was mailed out to museums on nine 
occasions. Services and activities included 
providing an assessment, with the Museum's 
Senior Conservator, Julia Gresson, of storage 
needs for the Auckland Masonic Museum's 
extensive collection of Masonic regalia; visiting 
the region's newest museum, C.andyland, a 
working confectionery factory and collection; 
assisting the Dalmatian Genealogical and 
Historical Society in the provision of storage for 
their archives; assisting the Tauranga Historic 
Village Museum with staff appointments and 
assessment of their collections and registration 
system; viewing the new temporary science 
centre, Exscile at the Waikato Museum of Art 
and History; and visiting Whangarei City’s new 
Art Gallery. 

During the year the Liaison Officer has been 
involved in consultations, including meetings 
and workshops, with seven institutions who 
have sought advice in planning extensions or 
redevelopments of their museums, 
reorganisations of their structure or employment 
of additional staff. Enquiries from a variety of 
sources occupy a substantial amount of the 
Liaison Officer’s time. Training Workshops, 
organised for museum professionals and 
volunteers, are another very important aspect of 
the Liaison Service. 

The Liaison Service facilitates three sets of 
sub-regional meetings, held twice a year, in the 
Northland, Auckland and Waikato - King 
Country - Bay of Plenty regions. These serve to 
bring the staff of the smaller local museums into 
contact with each other, provide some training 
and exchange of information. 

During the year, the Liaison Officer has 
been involved in consultations between Lottery 


Services Division staff and Liaison Officers, 
about the interaction of the Lottery Board and 
the Liaison Service. A discussion papier on the 
possible future development of the Liaison 
Services, partly in regard to the proposed 
National Service of the Museum of New 
Zealand Tc Papa Tongarewa. was prepared by 
the Liaison Officer. 

Publications 



Auckland Museum and its staff are involved in a 
wide range of publications. The Museum 
produces a range of publications for both 
popular and scholarly audiences. In addition, 
museum staff contribute to periodicals, books 
and other publications produced by other 
organisations. A list of staff publications is 
included in the second part of this report. 

The generous support of Dr Lucy Cranwell 
Smith enabled the publication of a jubilee 
edition of Food is Where You Find ll. originally 
published by Auckland Museum to assist Allied 
air crew shot down over the Pacific in World 
War II. The new edition, published to coincide 
with the American ^Invasion exhibition was so 
popular that a further reprint was needed. There 
continues to be a steady demand for Auckland 
Museum's best seller. Dr A.W.B.Powell's Native 
Animals of New Zealand. First published in 
1947, this splendid book has served generations 
of school children and adults throughout New 
Zealand. Yet another reprint was produced this 
year. 

The Records of the Auckland Institute and 
Museum Volume 28 was published on 18 
December 1992 with papers on Archaeology by 
Janet Davidson and Rod Wallace, Maureen 
Lander and Nigel Prickett, papers on 
Palaeontology by Michael K Eagle and Bruce 
W. Hayward, and Zoology papers by F.J. Brook 
and C.M. Laurcnson and K.A.J. Wise. 
Appreciation is recorded to Editors Brian Gill 
and Nigel Prickett. 

As editor of the New Zealand 
Archaeological Association monograph series, 
Nigel Prickett was responsible for the 
production of Monograph 19, The Evolution 
and Organisation of Prehistoric Society in 
Polynesia.

Auckland Maritime Society The past year 
has been a good one for the Auckland Maritime 
Society with attendances at meetings reasonable 
considering a falling membership. A range of 
nautical topics both historical and current made 
for interesting monthly evenings which were 
held at the Seafarers' Centre, Quay Street. 

The annual lunch was held at the Royal New 
Zealand Yacht Squadron lounge and proved 
again to be a popular event. Society members 
took part in a combined group harbour 
excursion and other members maintained their 
various interests undertaking various individual 
excursions in and around the harbour and Gulf. 
The Annual General Meeting saw only minor 
changes in the committee with office holders 
remaining the same as the preceding year. 

A particular matter of note occurring this 
year has been our agreement to place the 
Society's library' collection and other items of 
marine art on long term loan to the Auckland 
Maritime Museum. The collection, one of the 
most extensive individual maritime reference 
collections in Auckland, if not New Zealand, has 
been until this time housed in the Auckland 
Museum Library. 

Conchology Section We have had a 
continued good attendance of members at our 
monthly meetings and have covered a large 
number of topics during this year. Visitors from 
New Zealand and overseas have attended the 
meetings and a warm welcome is again extended 
to anyone interested in attending on the second 
Tuesday of each month at 7.30 pm. 

Speakers included our patron Professor 
Morton on Opistobranchs. Dr Michael Millar 
on Nudibranchs and Dr Bruce Hayward on 
Fossil Mollusca. Other topics of interest were 
invasions of tropical organisms to New Zealand 
waters and an open night with members 
bringing “Questions for Experts" was also held. 
The AGM was accompanied by a scries of 
excellent underwater slides taken by the section 
President Tony Enderby from both New 
Zealand and overseas. 

The section's library has again been 
increased with some excellent publications 
being added and the involvement by section 
members in the ongoing sorting and cataloguing 
of the Museum's shell collections has continued 
with a good working relationship between 
Museum staff and section members. 


Auckland Astronomical Society The past 
year has been a very full one, with society 
members and observatory associates themselves 
providing all the lectures and presentations at 
monthly meetings. Highlights of the year were 
the 70th celebration of Christmas for the Society 
and hosting the TopHalf conference. 

Attendance at club nights has picked up with a 
core of regulars at the Observatory most Friday 
nights. This increases the use of the library and 
the number of potential Zeiss operators. The 
revived Elementary Astronomy Course had 
mixed success. Numbers dwindled as the year 
progressed but nevertheless four people 
received certificates. 

Public and night school attendances at the 
Observatory were higher this year than previous 
years • a great credit to staff and volunteers. 
However, the overall financial position of the 
Trust necessitates a reduction in the hours of 
two staff, which is hoped will be of a temporary 
nature. The Board's plans for a Planetarium and 
the long overdue observatory renovations have 
been put on hold pending the outcome of public 
objections which may lead to a second appeal 
before the Planning Tribunal for a ruling if 
agreement is not reached soon 

Museum Geology Club This new club was 
formed at an inaugural meeting in November 

1992, attending by 24 enthusiasts and by June 

1993, membership had swelled to 62 financial 
members. In addition to evening lectures, a 
series of field trips are planned to explore the 
diverse geology and fossil sites of the Auckland 
region. Evening lectures and discussions are 
held on the third Tuesday of every month in the 
Museum classroom at 7.30pm. Prospective new 
members and visitors are welcome. The Club 
Committee for 1993 is Kel Anglesey, Glen 
Carter, Struan Ensor, Bruce Hayward, Les 
Kermodc and Linda McGregor.

A total of 778.033 people visited the Museum's 
displays during 1992, while many more made 
k* V. use of its other facilities for education, research 
or enjoyment. Although this represents a small 
decrease from the previous year, Auckland 
Museum continues to be the most popular 
visitor destination in Auckland. 

Gifts, Grants and Bequests 

The Museum continues to receive strong 
support from corporate bodies, government 
agencies, community organisations and 
individuals by way of gifts, grants and 
sponsorship.

Friends and supporters of the Museum have 
again been generous in their donation of objects 
for the Museum’s collections. Other objects 
have been acquired through staff research and 
fieldwork, or through purchase using funds left 
to the Museum for that purpose. 

Applied Arts Gifts included a large 
collection of 20th century corsetry, Kay 
Goodson; embroidery by Francisca Tcutenberg, 
Mr B Tcutenberg; woven hanging, Adelc 
Brandt; 19th century music box. Mrs Joan 
Sibson; 18th century porcelain. Miss Mary 
Wroath; two Renaissance style recorders, Alec 
Lorctto; Crown Lynn ceramics, Richard Quinn; 
and a Mary Quant jersey, John Webster. An 
anonymous trust fund enabled the purchase of a 
Renaissance style recorder by Auckland maker 
Alec Lorctto, a set of four replica Comamusen 
(medieval wind cap instruments) and a virginal 
made locally by Paul Downie. 

The Disney Art Trust provided funds to 
acquire a large and important Moorcroft vase; a 
stoneware vase by Shoji I lamada; a black 
basaltes Wedgwood bowl designed by Keith 
Murray; an embroidered waistcoat by Lucy 
Goffin: a Chinese silk embroidered picture; a 
silver seal-top spoon; an large ’Shrine Bowl’ by 
glass artist Ann Robinson; a 1950s Royal 
Copenhagen stoneware figure; and a collection 
of New Zealand and English studio pottery. 
Funds donated by Members to the Specimen 
Purchase Fund enabled the Museum to acquire 
a number of pieces of New Zealand silver; 
examples of souvenir ware commemorating 
New Zealand exhibition; and a bronze 
medallion by Louise Purvis commemorating 
women's suffrage year. 

The Mackelvie Trust generously purchased 
the following objects and placed them on loan in 
the Museum; an 1875 silver ewer; an 18th 
century Chelsea porcelain figure of Neptune; 
and a 1930s bronze and glass light fitting 
designed by Auckland sculptor Richard Oliver 
Gross. 

Archaeology Important archaeology gifts 
this year included a 1978 collection of material 
from 19th century sites at Denham Bay. Raoul 
Island. 

Botany Over 600 duplicate fern specimens 
collected by Dr Barbara Parris and presented by 
Kew Gardens Herbarium were incorporated 
into the Museum herbarium, along with a family 
donation of 109 Cook Island fern specimens 
collected by J & T B Graham in the 1930s and 
1940s. 

Entomology A further 4 boxes of Japanese 
butterflies were presented by a Japanese 
businessman, Mr Tadishi Izawa of Tokyo. Other 
significant gifts included Brothers Is parasitic 


wasps from Lincoln University; Raglan/Waikato 
parasitic wasps from Hugh Oliver, Ruakura; 
caddisflics from Dr John Ward; mud-dauber 
wasps from MAF Lynfield. 


Ethnology A most unusual and interesting 
gift was a wedding dress of Fijian tapa cloth 
made in Auckland by Mrs Mercia Johnston for 
the wedding of her daughter Mrs Juliana 
Coupcr, which was displayed in the Reflections 
Exhibition. Other important gifts included 
African bcadwork from Mrs Kate Lamboume, a 
Tanganyikan ivory pendant from Ms Kathryn 
Walker, three Indonesian puppets from the 
Victoria University Music Department, and 
Rarotongan shellwork from Mr Inglis collected 
by his mother in 1930. A bequest from Mr M.P. 
Train included a fine double-sided tiki in the 
process of manufacture. 

Selective purchasing from field collectors 
and auctions added many well-documented 
artefacts to the Sarawak, Formosa, Timor, and 
Lombok collections. Ethnology staff purchased 
about 33 items from the Cook Islands, Papua 
New Guinea. Fiji and Tuvalu, while attending 
the Pacific Arts Festival in Rarotonga. A fine 
representative early contact collection of West 
New Guinea Highlands Dani artefacts was 
obtained from Mr Russell Bond, along with his 
extensive collection of contemporary field 
photographs and notes. Significant Maori 
purchases were a whalebone club collected by 
Colonel Greer at the battle of Gate Pa, a kete 
made by Mrs Puti Rare, a kete and wall-hanging 
made by Dame Rangimaric Hetet in her 100th 
year, and a very rare carved wooden toko 
wananga stick found in London. 

Geology Approximately 100 rock and 
mineral specimens were accepted during the 
year from donations by Les Kcrmodc and a 
number of other geologists and members of the 
public. A large number of less suitable or 
duplicate specimens were not accepted or put 
aside for use in educational workshops. 

History Notable gifts included a World War 
II collection of nursing and military medals, 
photo albums and memorabilia of Muriel and 
Marini Jackson, from their niece Mrs G Hunter; 
regalia of the Protestant Alliance Friendly 
Society from Miss T J Edwards; 1900s - 1970s 
Auckland Hospital nursing uniforms and nurse 
training material. 1920 Olympic swimming 
representative Mrs Violet Robb (nee Walrond) 
presented a trophy she won in New South 
Wales, together with a collection of programmes 
and material relating to her swimming career. A 
pair of 80 year old well-loved toys, a classic 
English teddy bear and a Steif jumbo elephant, 
were bequeathed by the late Miss Faye Mullen.

Library The Library continues to receive 
substantial numbers of valued donations. 
Notable donations include: books and 
photographs from the estate of Sir Ernest Davis, 
from Miss B Lewis; ships logs and notebooks of 
John Meiklejohn, mariner and shipbuilder, from 
Mrs Sally Bergquist-Meiklejohn; the late Sir 
Robert Muldoon’s copy of Hochstettcr's Neu 
Seelan J, with Sir Joseph Dalton Hooker’s 
signature, from Lady Muldoon; 11 diaries 
written during World War II by Mr James 
Sclanders, from Mrs Angela Thodey; 126 
photographic prints comprising part of the 
Puhoi Historical Society collection, from the 
Society; papers relating to midwifery and 
homebirth, from Mrs Joan Donley; 36 volumes 
of diaries of farmlife on Waiheke island by Mr 
Neville Watson, from Mr Jack Watson; 100 rolls 
of 120 film negatives of Niue Island during the 
t960’s, from Mr Harry Coleman; 37 volumes of 
clippings books on abortion issues compiled by 
Wayne Facer, from Dr K C McKenzie; the 
records of the Orchid Society from Mr Gary 
Cooke and 150 quarter- and half-plate negatives 
of Auckland scenes, from Mr Geoffrey Perkins. 
The Lush family papers, which include the 
unique Howick, Waikato and Thames Journals 
of the Rev Vicesimus Lush, deposited in the 
Library in 1976 were donated by Mrs A 
Williamson of Thames. 

Notable purchases included 20 prints from 
Banks' Florilegium, copper plate engravings 
illustrating the fauna and flora collected on the 
Endeavour voyage never previously published. 
Other purchases included an oil painting of Dr 
AWB Powell, by J Wysocki; von Haast’s 
annotated copy of J D Hooker’s Handbook of 
New Zealand flora (1864-7); the microfiche 
edition of Trade Catalogues in the Victoria and 
Albert Museum, 1762-1939-, and microfilms of 
two early Auckland newspapers, Southern Cross, 
1843-76 (59 reels) and New Zealander, 1845-66 
(26 reels). The latter were purchased by money 
made available through the Heap bequest. The 
Library purchased seven 15-minute 16mm 
colour movie films made by Gilbert Bryce 
Tomkinson in the 1940s, from Mrs Connie 
Tomkinson. 

Marine Invertebrates The marine 
invertebrate collections were augmented by 
three major donations during the year. These 
. were the research collection ol selected families 
of New Zealand marine molluscs from 
Conchology Section member Bruce Hazelwood 
(Auckland); the shell collection of former 
Conchology Section member Edna Hudson 
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(Thames), donated by her family; and the 
superbly curated dried crab and starfish 
collections of the late Norman Douglas 
(Waiuku), donated by his wife Lorna Douglas, 
who is also a Conchology Section member.

FINANCIAL STATEMENTS FOR THE YEAR ENDED 30 JUNE 1993 

The Auckland Institute and Museum is the Auckland branch of the Royal Society of New Zealand, 

It has two controlling bodies: 

The Trust Board, established as an incorporated society to hold the assets of the Museum on behalf of 
the community, is responsible for the investment of Museum funds, and; 

ITie Museum Council, comprising elected representatives from local government and members of the 
Auckland Institute and Museum, is responsible for the administration and operation of the Museum. 

STATEMENT OF ACCOUNTING POLICIES 
General Accounting Policies 

i. These financial statements are prepared in accordance with; 

(a) generally accepted accounting principles issued by the New Zealand Society of Accountants and; 

(b) the Auckland War Memorial Museum Maintenance Act 1979. 

ii. The measurement basis adopted in the preparation of these financial statements is historical cost, 
modified by the revaluation of certain fixed assets and investments. 

iii. Accrual accounting is used to match the cost of services with revenue. 

iv. Reliance is placed on the fact that sufficient funds arc available or will be received to maintain 
current operational levels. 

v. The significant areas of activity reported in these financial statements are Public Programmes and 
Collection Management. 

Particular Accounting Policies 
i. Revenue Recognition 

(a) Grants, subsidies and sponsorships are recognised when eligibility has been established by the 
granting agency and to the extent that any conditions imposed have been met at balance date. 

(b) Trust income is taken directly to the Operating Statement and transferred or allocated to Trust 
and Bequest Funds. 

Trading inventory is valued at the lower of cost and net realisable value on a first in first out basis. 

iii. Accounts Receivable 

Accounts receivable are recorded at estimated net realisable value. 

iv. Fixed Assets 

(a) Museum Building and Land Lease: 

The Museum building is recorded at cost less accumulated depreciation. No value has been placed 
on the unexpired term of the land leased from the Auckland City Council on which the Museum 
building is situated. 

(b) Heritage Assets: 

The value of heritage assets disclosed in the Financial Statements reflects only the accumulated cost 
of acquisition. No value has been assigned to other heritage assets. The classification of the 
collections as a heritage asset is based on the premise that the collections are held in trust in 
perpetuity for the benefit of the people of the Auckland province in particular and New Zealand in 
general. 

(c) Operational Assets: 

These are stated at cost less accumulated depreciation or valuation. The valuation basis applied is net 
realisable value. 

v. Depreciation 

All depreciation is calculated on a straight line basis and the respective rates are: 

Museum Building 1% Display Cabinets 5% 

Heritage Assets Nil Equipment 10% 

Capital Work in Progress Nil Furniture & Fittings, Motor Vehicles 20% 

vi. Investments 

(a) Bank Deposits, Shares and Government Stock are valued at the lower of cost or current market 

(b) The Investment Property owned by the Museum through a trust fund is valued at net current 


vii. Allocation of Overheads 

Overheads, accommodation and administration costs arc allocated to public programmes and 
collection management. The basis of allocation applied is area occupied and employee numbers in 
each activity. 

viii. Research and Development. 

Expenditure on research is written off to the Operating Statement in the year incurred. Development 
expenditure is carried forward. 

ix. Foreign currency 

Foreign currency assets and liabilities are translated into New Zealand currency at the rates of 
exchange prevailing at 30th June 1993. All gains and losses on translation are included in the 
Operating Statement. 

Changes in Accounting Policies 

There have been no changes in accounting policies. All policies have been applied on bases consistent 
with those used in previous years.
